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1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6,8, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. More particularly, in claims 6 and 13 the adhesive 

composition set forth is believed to be SEBS, i.e. styrene-ethylene-butylene-styrene. In 

claim 8 "by" should be -to-. Additionally, in claims 1, 9 and elsewhere it is suggested 

to use -thermoplastic membrane — instead of "membrane comprised of a thermoplastic" 

and in the PGPub 2003/021 9564A1 to the inventor the same genus of adhesives 

including the same most preferred composition PSA-3 of ADCO Products is described 

by the far more conventional genus of "hot melt pressure sensitive adhesives" instead of 

the term "dead load shear capable adhesive" currently utilized by applicants. 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. The amendment filed July 8, 2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because 
it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: More particularly, 
while the Examiner has no objection to the insertion of the clearly supported term "pre- 
applied" throughout the specification in the manner applicants have done the 
accompanying deletion where each of these amendments are made of the term "peel 
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and stick" is respectfully submitted to be new matter, as the newly substituted term is 
clearly not synonomous with the deleted one. . 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
2003/0219564 A1 to Hubbard. 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. Additionally, 
as to the merits of the rejection note the Abstract and Figures, and Paragraphs 0002, 
0005, 0009, 0015, 0016, 0018, 0019, 0020 (which discloses applicants 1 most preferred 
adhesive as also being the most preferred in the reference genus of thermoplastic 
articles), 0022-0024, claims 1,2 and 10. 
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6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 2,3, and 9-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Hubbard, already of record. The reference is again relied upon as set forth above, 
and with respect to such further limitations as the clearly nominal method claims 9 and 
18 note, e.g. paragraph 0023 as at least putting within the grasp of one of ordinary skill 
the claimed processes which require little more than applying the thermoplastic 
membrane coated with the preferred adhesive to a desired, i.e. building substrate. 
Additionally, with respect to the "flashing" claims note as evidence of the state of the art 
Futamura, US 4,778,852, particularly the Abstract and Col 1 1 , lines 30-49 and line 67- 
Col 12, line 5 for the teaching that whether or not an adhesive coated membrane is 
either, e.g. a sheeting or a "flashing" is totally dependent upon what desires these two 
essentially equivalent structures to function as. Other parameters that are not either 
expressly or inherently disclosed are each believed to be obvious modifications to one 
of ordinary skill, in the absence of unexpected results.
